Conditions for classification 


1.1 General 


1.1.13 Where an onboard computer system having container securing computation capability, which is required by the Rules, is 
provided on a new container ship, or newly installed on an existing container ship, then the system is to be certified in respect of 
container securing in accordance with LR’s document entitled Approval of Container Securing Calculation Programs. See also Pt 3, 
Ch 4, 8 Loading guidance information.

2.8.10 OHCF() This descriptive note will be assigned to general cargo ships where the class notation Hatch Covers omitted in 
Hold (No(s)...) where the longitudinal strength has been assessed using flooded strength limits, see Pt 3, Ch 9, 10.3 Longitudinal 
strength 10.3.3. The wave height limitation for loading conditions where hatch covers are omitted is to be appended to the descriptive 
note within brackets.

3.5 Existing ships - Periodical Surveys 
(Part only shown) 
3.5.3 


A Bottom Survey is an examination of the outside of the ship’s bottom and related items, and is normally to be carried out with the 
ship in dry-dock. However, the Classification Committee may give consideration to alternate examination while the ship is afloat as 
an In-Water Survey, subject to provisions of Pf 1, Ch 3, 4.3 In-Water Surveys. An In-Water Survey shall not be permitted for ships of 
15 years of age and over that are assigned the notation ESP. For a SOLAS passenger ship which is not a Ro-Ro passenger ship, 
where an In-Water Survey has been agreed at alternate Bottom surveys, the requirements of Pt 1, Ch 2, 3.5 Existing ships — Periodical 
Surveys 3.5.3 are to be complied with but, in addition, the interval between consecutive inspections in dry-dock is not to exceed 60 
months. 


3.5.5 Attention is to be given to any relevant statutory requirements ofthe including any specific instruction of the National Authority 
of the country in which the ship is registered. The maximum age at which a ship is permitted to undertake a Bottom Survey by means 
of an In-Water Survey may be limited by the National Authority.

2.2 Annual surveys

2.2.1 The survey is to include: 


c) Examination of watertight penetrations as far as practicable. Where applicable, the electrical cables schedule of watertight 
penetrations (e.g. cable transit seal systems register) is to be reviewed to confirm it is being maintained, see Pt 3, Ch 1, 5.3 
Plans to be supplied by the ship 5.3.1 and Pt 6, Ch 2, 11.11 Penetration of bulkhead and decks by cables. 


2125 For towing ships (e.g. tugs), where towing winch emergency release systems are fitted, these are to be examined and 


operationally tested under no-load condition, including alarms, means of emergency release of towline in the event of a blackout and 
any additional sources of energy fitted for this purpose. 


Existing paragraphs 2.2.5 to 2.2.50 have been renumbered 2.2.6 to 2.2.51. 
2.2.50 For ships assigned the class notation Hatch Covers omitted in Hold (No(s) ...) the associated drainage arrangements are 


to be examined and tested, including any additional bilge pumping arrangements.

5.3 Examination and testing 


5.3.20 All watertight cable transits are to be examined to confirm their satisfactory condition by an LR Surveyor or by a firm approved 
as a service supplier in accordance with LR’s Procedures for Approval of Service Suppliers. Where applicable, the electrical cables 
schedule of watertight penetrations (e.g. cable transit seal systems register) is to be reviewed to confirm it is being maintained, see 
Pt 3, Ch 1, 5.3 Plans to be supplied by the ship 5.3.1 and Pt 6, Ch 2, 11.11 Penetration of bulkhead and decks by cables.

11.2 Complete Surveys 


11.2.13 For towing ships (e.g. tugs), where towing winch emergency release systems are fitted, these are to be examined and 
operationally tested with the towing line under load, in both normal power condition and blackout condition. 
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
